No. 1 The Owners—Carnation Leading Point Winner—Deysher Again in Second Place 


ARNATION MILK FARMS, of Seattle, Washington, 
C apd Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, were the leading point 

winners in the Honor Lists for 1924-25, closely 
pressed for top honors by A. S. Deysher, Reading, Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Deysher was a close second last year with 
Carnation Milk Farms in third place. Bridgford Hol- 
stein Company of Patterson, California, last year’s leader, 
is down to eleventh position this year. These awards are 
made on the point system employed by the Holstein- 
Friesian World in rating the Honor List winners for the 
past three years or ever since the National Association 
discontinued the award of cash prizes for official and 
semi-official records. The details of this point system are 
given in the table at the bottom of this page. 

On the basis of butter records alone, Mr. Deysher 
wins the largest number of points with a total of 332, 
Carnation coming second with 306 points, with the West- 
ern State Hospital, Ft. Steilacoom, Wash., in third place 
for butter with 229 points. Carnation Milk Farms won 
the largest number of points on milk records with 169, 
followed by Western State Hospital with 155 and A. S. 
Deysher in third place with 134. The Western State 
Hospital had the largest number of points in the long- 


seven places and the Western State Hospital coming next 
with thirty-six In this compilation, we take no account 
of animals whose names were listed but which were not 
given a rank on account of testing above 5 per cent or 
under 3 per cent The largest individual point Winner was 
Bess Finderne Mooie Fayne, owned by Fred F. Field 
Holstein Trustees, Brockton, Mass., with a total of 95 
points; Traverse Colantha Walker, owned by Traverse 
City State Hospital, Traverse City, Michigan, was second 
with 83 points; Bell Farm Fern, owned by John A. Bell, 
Jr., Coraopolis, Pa., third with 77 points, and Remleh 
Kekke Ladoga, owned by D..C. Middleton, Black River, 
N. Y,, fourth with 75 points.

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dustry is a careful analysis of the history of the de- 

velopment of that industry. Dairymen, the same as 
persons engaged in other enterprises, will be guided along 
the best lines when they make a thorough study of the 
influences that affect their industry. 


A year ago, when I addressed you, the year previous 
to that appeared favorable from almost every standpoint. 
The year 1924, however, was unusual in many respects. 
There were times during the year when conditions lookea 
gloomy. Nevertheless, as the entire year is reviewed now 
the situation was not so serious as it seemed at certain 
times. Although we had a little over half a million more 
cows than the year before, the farm value of dairy prod; 
ucts was 66 million dollars less than in 1923. Their value 
is estimated at $2,652,419,000 in 1923 and $2,586,148,000 in 
1924. The average farm value of the product of each 
cow last year was about one hundred dollars, while in 1923 
it was about one hundred and seven, dollars. Althougn 
this was a material decrease, it was not great consider- 
ing the situations that developed during the year which 
were beyond the control of the dairymen. Not all sections 
of the country were affected to the same extent. In most 
of the principal butter producing sections of the country 
increased production was brought about through good 
grazing conditions during the late summer. The South 
and the West Coast, on the other hand, had unusually dry 
weather with increased cost and decreased production. 

The number of cows milked increased during 1924 
more than in any recent year. Five hundred and thirty- 
three thousand more cows were being milked on January 
1, 1925, than on January 1 the year before. But, it 1s 
realized that a large number of these cows were being 
milked principally because of stress on many farms 
primarily concerned with other types of production. Ex- 
perience has shown that when other types of production 
improve there is a decline in the number of cows milked 
the next year. 

During the last several years feeds have been rela- 
tively cheap and dairy products relatively high. The 
effect of this was to stimulate dairying. 

From 1920 to 1924, hay, corn, and oats ranged only a 
little above and sometimes below the pre-war average, 
while the price of butter, especially during the winter 
seasons, when cattle were not on pasture and were being 
fed hay and grain, was from 60 to 80 per cent above the 
pre-war average. Now, however, the price of butter has 
gone down and the prices of feeds are higher, both of 
which factors tend to lessen the advantage of feeding 
grains to dairy animals. 

It is, of course, not known what effect improved cond!- 
tions in grain farming and the increased price of feeds 
with lower prices for dairy products will have on the cow 
population another year, but it is interesting to note that 
there has been only one other year, namely 1921, when 
the increase in dairy cows was sufficient to produce 
enough milk to supply the increase in population. 

The average consumer in this country now requires 
about one thousand pounds of milk for use either in the 
form of milk or its products, and the average production 
of our cows is about 4,000 pounds per year, so that until 
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we increase the average production we will need an addi- 
tional cow each year for four additional persons. With 
our present annual increase in population of about a 
million and a half, it will be seen that 375,000 additional 
cows of our present average are needed each year to keep 
up with our increase in population. According to present 
estimates the increase in 1924 exceeded the required 
number by 158,000. This number is not large, and does 
not make up for the deficiency of the last few years. 


When I addressed you a year ago there was consider- 
able discussion regarding what is sometimes called “over- 
production.” At that time it was pointed out that large 
production and overproduction were not synonymous. 
The possibility of a rapidly expanding production of dairy 
cows or dairy products seemed remote, and our conclusion 
was that if we had in the near future an oversupply it 
would not be due to the rapid increase in production In 
this country, but to other causes. It seemed that if our 
people continued to have the same purchasing power 
there was little likelihood of stimulating production In 
this country in the near future to the point of overproduc- 
tion. A rapid decline in the consumer’s ability to buy or 
a greatly increased importation, or both, seemed to be 
the only influences that would make an apparent over- 
supply with a lowering of prices. When stocks of butter 
in storage began to pile up last summer, however, the 
general belief was that dairymen in this country had gone 
too far in stimulating production. It is natural that dairy- 
men and others should conclude that the apparent over- 
supply was due to expansion in production. Of course, 
there is always an oversupply from the standpoint of the 
individual producer. There is no time when an individual 
would not be in a more advantageous position if less 
dairymen were in the business, and in considering the 
production of dairy products, the same as any other line 
of agricultural products, it is the relative advantage that 
should be the guide. Of course, there is no reason why a 
man should be in the dairy business if a careful study 
of his soil, climate, labor, and market show that it is more 
advantageous for him to engage in another type of agri- 
cultural production. He should, and eventually will, take 
up the type that is most advantageous to him. 

Not all dairymen have the same advantages for dairy- 
ing. Some localities are relatively better off in dairying 
than in other lines of agriculture, While.in other sections 
it may be less advantageous to engage in dairying even in 
years favorable to the dairy business. 

We did have a reaction in the dairy business last year. 
It came rather unexpectedly. Let us now see, if we can, 
the cause of this reaction. The advantage of such a dis- 
cussion is to learn, if possible, the causes and be pre- 
pared to meet similar situations in the future in such a 
way as to reduce as much as possible*the damage to our 
industry. I have already indicated that we had more 
cows last year than the year before, and that conditions 
were favorable during last summer for production over a 
considerable area, although other parts of the country 
were not so favorably situated. Evidently some of these 
additional cows were not as good as the average, because 
the increase in total production last year did not keep 
pace with production during the past several years.

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The production of cheese, condensed milk, and ice 
cream during the first nine months of 1924—and these are 
the only months for which figures are at the present 
available—was less than during the same period of 1923. 
Though final figures are not available, we know that the 
trend of production during the last quarter was not up- 
ward. Butter production did, however, increase some- 
what but not as much as during the first nine months of 
any one of the previous four years. 

There were only two months in 1924, namely, February 
and August, in which the increase in butter production 
over 1923 was as great as the monthly increase of 1923 
over 1922. The only months of 1924 when we produced 
much more butter than the year before were July, August, 
and September, when we increased our butter production 
over 1923 by 25 million pounds. But during the same 
months in 1923 we increased our production over the 
corresponding months of 1922 by 30 million pounds. 

In the year 1924, therefore, in spite of the fact that 
production of dairy products, other than butter, decreased 
and made available more milk for the manufacture of 
butter, and in spite of the fact that we had weather con- 
ditions most favorable for milk production throughout the 
chief butter producing sections of the country, we did not 
nearly keep pace with the increased rate of production of 
the last several years. Certainly, therefore, we can not 
say that the reaction last year was due to any rapid in- 
crease in production. 

The other influence, aside from the ability of the con- 
sumers to buy, which was mentioned a year ago as one 
which might affect our situation, was that of international 
trade. An examination of the facts will show that the 
balance of import in butter was less in 1924 than in 1923 
by 7 million pounds; that we decreased our net imports of 
cheese by a million pounds, and that our exports of con- 
densed milk were increased only 20 million pounds. 
Neither production, therefore, nor trade can account for 
the situation that developed during the past year. 

Month by month as the stocks of butter increased in 
storage the industry became more and more depressed. 
Records of production are not available as soon as records 
of storage holdings, and the natural assumption was that 
this great increase in storage holdings was brought about 
by increased production. 

We know now that production did not increase as much 
as in previous years, and that the amount produced does 
not. account for the increase in stocks of butter last 
summer. You will recall that the two factors which might 
cause a reaction, indicated a year ago, are increased im- 
portations and a possibility of a rapid decline in the buy- 
ing power of our people. Imports, we have already shown, 
did not increase. Decreased purchasing power, therefore, 
seems the answer to last year’s depression in our industry. 

The buying ability of our people in the summer of 
1924, as compared with the same-period of the previous 
year, showed a marked change. In addition to a decrease 
in the wage scale, there was a marked decrease in em- 
ployment as well as in the total wages paid workers 
throughout the country. By referring to Table No. 2, 
taken from compilations of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
of the United States Department of Labor, it will be 
seen that with the index number for wages for the whole 
year of 1923 as 100, wages of major industries were 
evidently depressed 10 to 15 per cent during the months of 
May, June, July, and August of 1924 below 1923.

There was in some of the industries a reduction of as 
much as 20 per cent. The purchasing power of the 
country is largely influenced by the prosperity of these 
important industries, and when we consider that 10 to 20 
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out of every 100 that were employed during the summer 
months of 1923 were not employed during those months 
in 1924, and that the total wages received by employees 
in those industries was from 10 to 20 per cent less, the 
result seems obvious. These conditions of employment 
and wages, it seems to me were the chief cause of our 
accumulations of stock in storage last summer. Evidently 
people unemployed or on a lower scale of wages bought 
less butter. It is not surprising, therefore, that during 
these four months when wages were so seriously cut, the 
consumption of butter was less than during the corre- 
sponding months of the year before. Even with our in- 
creased population we actually consumed 37 million 
pounds less butter than during May, June, July, anq 
August of 1924, than the corresponding months of 1923. 
Aside from the months in question, there has been no. 
time in the last five years when consumption was not 
greater, month for month, than in the preceding year. 

Consumption after August, however, recovered and con- 
tinued to increase over the increase of the corresponding 
month of the year before. 

The buying power of people in the industries steadily 
rose from July, and at the present time is almost back 
to what it was a year ago. The price of butter also de 
creased considerably, both of which factors tended to 
stimulate consumption. 

A study of the relation of butter prices by months in 
different years compared with the corresponding months 
of the previous year, shows that educational work in con- 
nection with the consumption of butter has been effective. 
In 1921 we also had an industrial depression with a greatly 
decreased volume of income and the increase in produc- 
tion of butter over the year before was greater than the 
increase in 1924 over 1923, but the price of butter in 
different months of 1921 ranged from 11 cents to 29 cents 
a pound less than in 1920, while in 1924 the range by 
months was only from 2 cents above to 10 cents below 
corresponding months of 1923. The price of butter is now 
back to about what it was a year ago. 

A reduction of 10 cents in the price of butter is, of 
course, considerable, and when it is considered that the 
reduction has a depressing effect upon the prices of 
other manufactured dairy products and also to a degree on 
milk for direct consumption, the combined effect upon the 
dairy industry is material. But the fact that with only 
partial recovery of buying ability last fall and winter, con- 
sumption picked up rapidly, indicates one of the brightesr 
prospects for the industry. It shows that the consumers 
are beginning to know more about the importance of dairy 
products in their diet. This was indicated by the rapid 
increase in consumption as buying ability increased until 
the surplus stocks were rapidly absorbed. We are now 
back on a safe margin of stocks and to a price approxi- 
mately the same as a year ago. The consumption of 
fluid milk, however, apparently was not affected so much 
by the depression, for although the same rate of increase 
as in former years was not kept up, still when we learn 
that each consumer used 1% gallons more milk in 1924 
than in 1923, even under the depression, we can not help 
but be encouraged. This estimate, as well as most of the 
other statistics I am using here, was made by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The figures show that the yearly per capita milk 
consumption of the people of the United States increased 
from 53 gallons to 54% gallons last year. This increase 
in milk consumption last year, therefore, was almost 1% 
billion pounds. 

Besides the decrease in consumption of butter last 
summer, the other most outstanding experience in our 
dairy business last year was that of international trade. 
A year ago our imports were increasing and there was 
then reason to believe that more foreign butter would come 
to the United States in 1924 than in any other recent year. 
But, instead, our balance of imports was slightly less than 
the year before, even with the rather good start in 1924. 
Of course, the depression in price in this country was a 
factor in stopping butter from moving this way, but of 
greater importance, perhaps, was the development in other 
countries. Denmark increased her exports over the year 
before by about 25 million pounds, Australia perhaps 40 
or 50 million pounds, Sweden a little more than 6 million 
pounds, Holland about 24 million pounds, Finland about 
4 million pounds, and Canada about 11 million pounds, 
making a total increase for those countries of approx! 
mately 120 million pounds. On account of drought in the 
Argentine Republic its exports decreased about 6 million

Not More But Better Cows 


HAT increased production per cow is the greatest 
2 factor in economy of production is the conclusion 

expressed by Dr. C. W. Larson, Chief of the Bureau 
of Dairying, in his analysis of the dairy situation, pre- 
sented in this issue. Dr. Larson analyzes in considerable 
detail the various factors entering into the present dairy 
situation and his conclusion is a challenge to the breeders 
of purebred dairy cattle. The following quotation from 
his address is worthy of the most careful study by 
dairymen: 


“The average cow is not good enough. The develop- 
ments of the past year, when reviewed from every angle, 
are full of encouraging features but the greatest need in 
our industry today is to increase—not the number of 
dairy cows but the amount of production per cow. * * * 
The future success of the industry will be largely meas- 
ured by the success of dairymen in developing herds of 
cattle of greater producing ability for it is upon this 
factor more than all others that the economy of produc- 
tion hinges and the opportunity for greater prosperity 
in the dairy industry of this country depends.” 


This is sound doctrine. It places emphasis where it 
belongs—upon our purebred breeders—the producers of 
the seed stock of the nation—not only to bring about 
greater average production in their own herds through 
careful breeding and selection but to make available a 
better class of purebred sires for the improvement of the 
common and grade herds. Further than that it is not 
enough for our purebred breeders to bring about improve- 
ment in their own herds. They have an obligation to 
demonstrate to those who are struggling along with low 
producing cows the possibilities for improvement through 
better breeding and feeding methods. 

In the competition of today, there is no room for the 
inefficient machine whether we are dealing with factory 
or dairy farm. There can be no solution of the problems 
of the dairyman who disregards this fundamental rrin- 
ciple of business management in his dairying operations. 
Let us in the Holstein industry take Chief Larson’s ad- 
vice to heart. It is based on the most careful analysis 
of every factor in the situation and it is sound. 


The Fall Fairs ' 


PEAKING from a Holstein standpoint, the prospects 
S for the fall shows are very bright. From all infor- 

mation we have been able to obtain, last year’s high 
mark for Holstein numbers with respect both to cattle 
and exhibitors will be broken this year. Our information 
relates particularly to the eastern circuit, which is bound 
to prove unusually interesting if all who are now plan- 
ning to cover it carry through their present intentions. 
The prospect is for more than the usual number of west- 
ern invaders to compete against the best of the east for 
the liberal prize money offered. 
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The Ormstown, Quebec, show ‘next week, the first -of 
what might be called the summer circuit, calls attention 
to the nearness of the important fall circuits. Real suc- 
cess in the show ring requires months of careful planning 
and painstaking preparation. The breeder who brings his 
animals in from the pasture just in time to take to the 
fair is not giving himself or his cattle a square deal, ° 
because condition and fit do count in the show ring. The 
breeders that you will hear most about from the show 
circuit next fall have already made tentative selection of 
the animals they are going to show in the different classes 
and have already started giving them special attention 
in the matter of feed, care and training. Breeders who 
are planning to make a start in the show ring this year 
will find it worth while to pattern after the experience of 
the older show men in this respect, because if the job ig 
worth doing at all it is worth doing well.

Her sire, King 
Pietertje Mercedes Ormsby, is a line-bred Ormsby, being 
sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes nimself and out 
of a daughter of Sir Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol 36th 
with a 7-day record of 30.07 lbs. butter and a yearly 
record of 1,155.72 Ibs. butter, 27,565.1 Ibs. milk. The 
second dam, Miss Minita Ormsby Mercedes, is a daughter 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes with a 7-day record of 
30.998 lbs. butter, 700.7 lbs. milk, and a yearly record of 
1,078.08 Ibs. butter, 23,901.8 Ibs. milk. On the sire’s 
side, therefore, the new champion leaves nothing to be 
desired’ Her own dam, Rockasene Queen Bess, has a 
7-day record of 36.33 lbs. butter, 782.3 lbs. milk and a 
yearly record of 1,103.88 lbs. butter, 22,914.6 lbs. milk.

American Institute of Cooperation 


Plans are shaping for the first session of the America 
Institute of Cooperation, which will be held at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia, July 20 to August 
15. Among the speakers listed, we note Secretary of 
Agriculture William M. Jardine, Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover, Governor Gifford Pinchot of Pensylvania, 
and President Frank O. Lowden of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. The program also will be inter- 
national in sccpe with several leading British and Danish 
authorities on the cooperative movement. 

The present plan provides for special study of com- 
modity problems in seminars as follows: First week— 
grain, live stock, dairy products, and supply-buying.

(e) educational work with members, (f) the cooperative 
and the community.

‘HUGHES VIEWS ON TESTING CLASSES 


Answering your request for comment on your editorial, 


“Should 365-Day Tests Be Abolished?”, the problem 
appears to me like this: 
1—All official and semi-official production records 


stated in sale catalogs, official reports, or in any other 
printed or written form should be in form of butterfat 
and not of butter. The dairyman of yesterday understood 
production expressed in pounds of butter, but the dairy- 
man of today understands it expressed in pounds of but- 
terfat, for on this basis he sells his product whether in 
the form of whole milk or cream. 

2—Official production records should be in a form 
which the average dairyman can readily understand both 
as to volume of production and conditions under which 
the production was made. 


8—Seven-day records might be discontinued altogether. 
Regardless of the very great good they have unquestion- 
ably accomplished for the breed I believe they have been 
the source of the greatest financial loss to beginning 
breeders particularly who have gone the limit on expense 
of fitting etc., trying to make 40-pound records with 20- 
pound cows: 


4—The principal test should be a 305-day record with 
proper calving requirement and this should be divided 
into three divisions to provide for two, three, and four 
time-a-day milking. 


5—The 365-day test should be continued in a form 
solely to cover cases where cows fail to calve within the 
time limit to qualify for a 305-day record. Unless this is 
done it seems that great hardships would occasionally be 
worked. I have in mind as two possible illustrations the 
case of a cow that fails to meet the calving requirement 
by only a few days or a week or more, and the cow that 
completes a 305-day record and is pregnant to meet the 





calving requirement but dies previous to calving, a circum- 
stance not altogether rare. 


In connection with this point why not do away with 
the present Certificate of Merit, raise the minimum pro- 
duction requirements in all classes to a suitable point for 
all A. R. O. and A. R. S. O. records and issue Certificates 
of Merit for 365-day records or records made for shorter 
periods and discontinued because of death or other 
reasons? 


It seems to me that the customer we have to please is 
the average dairyman and that we must present our goods 
before him in the simplest and most understandable form 
possible. He understands a 305-day record made on two 
milkings a day and expressed in terms of butterfat best 
of all. He knows quite a lot these days about Holstein 
records made on three-time-a-day milking for he has found 
this to be a commercially economical proposition, and a 
necessary operation in the case of many high producing 
cows. He is not well acquainted with the occasional cow 
that will milk around 100 pounds per day for a long period 
and should therefore be four times a day, nor is he im- 
pressed by the cows that are milked four times a day to 
a maximum production of say 500 pounds of butterfat. 


Altogether it seems to me that 305-day records, on 
two- and three-time milking, with suitable calving re- 
quirements should be the two most useful tests, but that 
provision must also be made for the four-time milker in 
305-day work, and that a Certificate of Merit or some such 
record provided for the interrupted records and for those 
cows failing to meet the calving requirements.

nificant piece of wood, alone of ex- 

ceedingly meagre value. The ordin- 
ary pins in general use are four, four 
and one-half and five inches in length. 
It is safe to say that, considering the 
waste in sawing and the elimination 
of those that have to be discarded be- 
cause of imperfections, the clothes- 


| x ONLY a clothes-pin, an insig- 


pins represent an average of at least, 


five inches each of rough wood. 720 
pins are packed in a case and 172,000 
cases were manufactured in a year, a 
total of 123,840,000 pins. At at aver- 
age of five inches to a pin, it would 
take a stick of wood 619,200,000 inches 
long to produce those pins. That is 
equivalent to 51,600,000 feet or 9,- 
772.7 miles, a distance approximately 
two-fifths around the world or enough 
to extend through the center of the 
earth from surface to surface with 
enough left over to extend nearly a 
quarter of the way back again. 

Yes, the lowly clothes-pin takes on 
worth-while proportions, when rightly 
considered. An output such as I have 
mentioned is the output of one year 
from the plant of the Summit Lumber 
Co., at Davidson, Me. A force of at 
least sixty-five people, operating ef- 
ficient machinery was required to ef- 
fect this. 

Unserviceable pins, those not.up to 
standard, go into the discard, not sold 
as culls but destroyed. It is not sur- 
prising, therefor, that they did the 
same with their Holstein herd. Two 
or three years ago, the Summit Lum- 
ber Co. started a campaign of slaugh- 
tering such cows as did not meet cer- 
tain standards. Few breeders have 
possessed such a strong courage of 
their convictions. Would that we had 
more like them. 

Since 1901 the Summit Lumber Co. 
has owned the township of Davidson, 
Me. This tract comprises approxi- 
mately 25,000 acres. They cleared a 
farm and about a dozen years ago 
started a herd of purebred Holstein- 
Friesians. This was done that they 
might supply the dairy and farm pro- 
duce ‘their own interests demanded. 
Davidson is in the Aroostook belt, one 
of the greatest potato growing sections 
in the world. It is only natural, there- 
fore, that they should diversify a little 
along this line, raising about ten 
carloads a year. The work in the 
woods, as well as the farm, demands 
a large equipment of horses and for 
their use about 5,000 bushels of oats 
are raised. 


While some _ exceptionally good 
short-time records have been made, 
the policy has been to work for nor- 
mal yearly production. By that I 
mean no extreme forcing, many of the 
records being only ten months, stress 
being made upon reproduction rather 
than abnormal production. A number 
of heifers in the herd have made rec- 
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ords from 16,000 to over 20,000 Ibs. 
milk in a year and the aged cows have 
gone up to over 1,000 lbs. butter and 
over 24,000 lbs. milk. Among the fe- 
males in this herd have’ been develop- 
ed cows that have made several state 
and New England champion records. 


The Summit Lumber Co. cleared the 
land for their farm, built all the barns, 
never took onto the farm a reactor 
or a cow that had aborted and, as a 
result, never have had a reactor or a 
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case of abortion. But few herds, ip- 
deed, have been as well safe-guardeg 
as to health. 

Forty-five animals of this herd are 
to be sold at Springfield, Mass., June 
18th, next. There will be several prof.

pounds and for the same reason Russian exports did not 
follow the trend that had been developed the year before. 

The net change in world exports for 1924, judging 
from the preliminary figures now available, was an in- 
crease of perhaps more than 120 million pounds. The 
United Kingdom increased her purchases of butter by 
about 17 million pounds, and Germany regained the place 
she had before the war of being: the second largest pur- 
chaser of butter, with an increase in imports over the 
previous year of 114 million pounds. 

It may be said, therefore, that the partial recovery ar 
least of the financial situation in Germany In one year 
resulted in that country taking up this enormous quantity 
of butter, which, if she had not purchased, could have de- 
pressed conditions in other parts of the world and added 
to the difficulties of our dairy situation. This is another 
indication of the growing desire of people of other parts 
of the world for more dairy products. 

The trend is toward greater consumption of dairy prod- 
ucts everywhere and a most significant example of this 
is the fact that England doubled her consumption of ice 
cream: last year by an increase that required milk prod- 
ucts equivalent to from 6 to 10 million pounds of butter. 

We started off in 1925 with indications of somewhat 
lower production, with a rather remarkable recovery in 
prices of all dairy products, and with relatively small 
stocks on hand. The cost of production, however, has 
increased because of the increase in cost of feeds. This 
emphasizes again the importance of attention to the 
matter of cost of production. _The price of feeds is, of 
course, a factor that demands consideration, but the needa 
is for a program of feeding for every community that will 
insure the most profitable production. But the greatesr 
factor in economy of production is increased production 
per cow. 

The average cow is not good enough. The develop- 
ments of the past year, when reviewed from every angle, 
are full of encouraging features, but the greatest need in 
our industry today is to increase not the number of dairy 
cows, but the amount of production per cow. Splendid 
progress.is being made in this direction, and you as leaq- 
ers in this great industry can do much, if you will, to 
encourage this program that is geting under way through- 
out the entire country. The future success of the industry 


will be largely measured by the success of dairymen in. 


developing herds of cattle of greater producing ability, 
for it is upon this factor more than all others that the 
economy of production hinges, and the opportunity of 
greatest prosperity in the dairy industry of this country 
depends.

This butter production, made from 
14,846.38 pounds milk, was supervised 
by the advanced registry department 
of The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America.- To qualify for the record 
the new champion gave birth to a 
living calf recently which she carried 
184 days of the test period. The new 
record displaces that of the former

She was given all the 
mixed clover hay she wanted and, in 
addition, consumed daily 20 -pounds 
corn silage, 25 pounds beets, three 
pounds beet pulp and one pound 
molasses. Throughout the summer 
months her grain ration was changed 
to equal parts corn, oats, bran and 
cottonseed meal with pasture. She 
also received two pounds beet pulp 
daily and some green feed when 
pasture became scanty.

This heifer has made a record in 
our cow test associations that will pe 
not only difficult to beat but hard to 
equal. Just for comparison in one 
of the other Associations a two-year. 
old purebred Guernsey has just fin- 
ished with a record of 9226 lbs. milk 
and 468 lbs. of butter fat, which ig 
very creditable. 

In this county since 1920 recor&s 
have been kept on a number of herds 
in the cow test associations and even 
comparing mature cows there is not 
oné which has been above this heifer’s 
record in both milk and _ butterfat. 
The nearest approach was a Register. 
ed Holstein owned by John Griffith 
of Sheffield which in 1923 gave 16,206 
lbs. of milk and 504 Ibs. of butterfat, 

For several years a cup has been 
awarded to the highest producing cow 
of any breed, in the Testing associa- 
tions. The cows were scored count- 
ing one point for every 100 pounds of 
milk and one point for every 4 pounds 
of butterfat. The results have been 
interesting. In 1921 a Holstein cow 
gave 14,136 pounds of milk and 481 
lbs. of butterfat. In 1922 a Holstein 
cow was again the winner with 15,010 
pounds of milk and 512 lbs. of butter- 
fat.

AGAINST LEGISLATING YEARLY , 


TEST OUT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I wish to enter the protest of a lit- 
tle breeder on the level against the 
proposal to abolish the 365-day test 
as a means of admission to advanced 
registry. 

A few years ago there was consid- 
erable agitation in opposition to the 
seven-day test. Many of the argu- 
ments used were sound but the effect 
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was a delirious boomerang so far as 
this locality is concerned at least. In- 
stead of discrediting the seven-day 
test only, the opponents of that test 
nave created in the majority of dairy 
farmers a distrust of any and all A. 
-R. records. To drop the yearly test 
at this time would almost certainly 
complete_the ruin to the point that 
any A. R. record would be as useless 
as a speedometer on a stone-boat. 

‘advocates of C. T. A. testing have 
been for years working constantly and 
consistently for the general adoption 
of that test without making the mis- 
take of attacking or discrediting any 
phase of that work. 





REDUCED FARES TO NATIONAL 
DAIRY EXPOSITION 


The regular one and one-half fare 
rate will be granted to visitors at- 
tending the National Dairy Exposi- 
tion, Indianapolis, Ind., October 10th 
to 17th. In Indiana, Ohio, most of 
Illinois, St. Louis and Hannibal Mis- 
souri; Keokuk, Iowa; Louisville and 
adjacent Kentucky points, the. open 
excursion rate will prevail. In all 
other sections of the United States 
and Canada arrangements have been 
made or are pending, for granting a 
one and one-half fare on the certificate 
plan. To gain advantage of the re- 
duced fare under the latter arrange- 
ment, visitors pay the regular full 
fare on the going trip and procure 
from their local railroad agent a prop- 
er certificate—not a receipt—for the 
half-fare rate on the return journey.

In more distant 
states selling dates vary according to 
location. Purchasers of excursion 
tickets have until midnight October 
28rd to reach their original starting 
,point. Holders of validated certifi- 
cates are entitled up to and including 
October 21st to return tickets.
